SKYWARN  is  a  public  service  in  which  amateur  radio  operators  provide  observations 
of  severe  weather  directly  to  the  Madison  office  via  radio  equipment,  cutting  costs 
to  the  government  while  enhancing  the  WSO's  ability  to  issue  effective  warnings  and 
forecasts . 

The  years  1989-1994  saw  an  above  average  number  of  severe  thunders torms /tornadoes  / 
flash  floods  across  south-central  Wisconsin. 

This  memorandum  is  written,  with  my  deepest  gratitude  and  profound  respect,  to  all 
SKYWARN  members  who  represented  the  finest  in  public  service  during  periods  of 
severe  weather  across  south-central  Wisconsin  during  the  years  1989-1994.  Your 
impressive  performance  in  being  the  trained  eyes  in  spotting  signatures  associated 
with  possible  severe  weather  most  assuredly  limited  the  loss  of  life  across  south- 
central  Wisconsin  during  this  time  frame. 

I  admire  and  commend  SKYWARN  members  for  the  extraordinary  effort  you  have  put 
forth  over  the  period  1989-1994  in  preparing  for  and  dealing  with  all  types  of 
severe  weather  events.

FCC  Errs  in  Some 
Recent  Tech  Plus 
License  Renewals 


If  you  hold  a  Technician  class  license  issued 
before  March  16,  1991,  then  you  automatically  are 
a  Technician  licensee  with  HF  privileges  (a  "Tech 

Plus”). 

In  some  recent  instances  the  FCC  has  processed 
the  renewal  or  modification  of  such  a  Tech  Plus 
license  but  has  mistakenly  issued  a  "Technician" 
(no-rcode)  license.  (Since  June  8,  1994,  new  and 
renewed  Tech  Plus  licenses  have  been  clearly 
labeled  as  such). 

If  this  has  happened  to  you,  do  the  following: 

Write  to  the  FCC,  explaining  the  situation, 
including  your  current  license  status,  with  effective 
date.  Include  copies  of  both  your  "before"  and 
"after"  licenses. 

If  you  no  longer  have  either  a  copy  or  the 
original  of  your  previous  license,  say  so  in  your 
letter. 

Send  this  to  FCC,  1270  Fairfield  Road, 
Gettysburg  PA  17325-7245  (or  fax  717-337-1541). 

Keep  copies  of  all  your  correspondence  with  the 
FCC. 

Expect  the  matter  to  take  four  to  six  weeks  to  be 
resolved.  In  the  meantime,  you  may  continue  to 
exercise  "Tech  Plus"  privileges.

FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 


e  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy  • 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  29£  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL /VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.75  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL.  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most. 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

A  good  way  to  measure  the  performance  of  a 
net  is  to  compare  the  totals  for  a  period  of  time  in 
three  categories:  number  of  checkins  (QNI),  num¬ 
ber  of  messages  offered  (QTC),  and  number  of 
messages  cleared  (QSP).  Out  totals  to  date  in  1994 
exceed  those  of  1993  in  each  of  these  categories, 
with  only  one  exception.  That  is  the  QNI  for 
September  of  1994,  which  fell  below  1993  by  22%. 

I  don’t  remember  what  the  band  conditions  were 
like  in  September  of  1993,  but  I  sure  cal  recall  how 
bad  they  were  in  September  of  1994.  I  believe  the 
drop  in  QNI  in  September  of  1994  was  caused  by 
operators  who  simply  did  not  try  to  move  any 
traffic.  They  listened  for  a  few  minutes  and  then 
pulled  the  plug. 

The  fact  that  the  QTC  and  QSP  totals  did  not 
drop  in  September  of  1994  shows  that  the  operators 
who  stayed  on  the  job  handled  the  traffic  despite  the 
conditions.

RACES/ ARES  Mock 
Forest  Fire  Exercise

On  September  10,  a  mock  forest  fire  exercise, 
led  by  Wisconsin  Department  of  Natural  Resources, 
was  held  near  and  in  the  village  of  Grantsburg, 
Wisconsin.  Ignition  of  this  fire  was  at  approxi¬ 
mately  12:15  p.m.,  when  fire  towers  reported  a 
"smoke"  northwest  of  the  village.  A  northwest  wind 
at  20  mph  fanned  this  blaze  in  extensive  jack  pine, 
and  it  entered  the  northern  part  of  the  village. 
Before  it  was  brought  under  control,  there  were  150 
buildings  (homes  and  cabins)  threatened.  5000  acres 
were  "burned",  but  the  fire  was  contained  before 
flames  reached  the  industrial  area,  where  many 
hazardous  materials  were  stored. 

This  training  was  originally  scheduled  for 
August  27,  but  severe  weather  in  the  area  on  that 
date  dictated  that  all  emergency  facilities  were 
required  to  stand  by  for  the  real  thing.  As  a  result, 
there  was  some  reduction  in  personnel  and  equip¬ 
ment  available  on  the  new  date.  An  exact  count  of 
individual  participants  is  not  available,  but  13 
community  fire  departments,  Burnett  County  Emer¬ 
gency  Government,  the  Sheriffs  Department, 
Wisconsin  State  Patrol,  North  Ambulance,  Grants¬ 
burg  Explorer  Scouts,  and  Kelli’s  Summer  Kitchen 
were  included.  The  Wisconsin  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  had  a  major  role  under  their 
Incident  Command  System,  involving  many  fire 
control  units  and  personnel,  overhead  team,  and  an 
aircraft.  In  addition,  there  were  many  coaches, 
media  observers,  legislators,  and  interested  public 
on  hand. 

NorWesCo  RACES/ARES  also  had  a  role  to 
play.  Eight  radio  operators  reported  for  duty  with 
a  multitude  of  mobile  and  portable  gear.  A  control 
position  was  set  up  at  the  Grantsburg  DNR  Ranger 
Station.  As  the  fire  progressed,  two  mobile  units 
were  dispatched  to  water  points  to  observe,  give 
updated  reports  on  the  field  situation,  and  relay 
messages  from  the  field  when  unit  communications 
were  not  available.  At  the  command  post,  an 
operator  outdoors  with  a  hand-held  radio  was 
situated  to  assist  in  the  check-in  of  resources  as  they 
arrived.  Reports  were  forwarded  to  another  opera¬ 
tor  in  the  command  post,  who  advised  appropriate 
team  leaders,  and  in  turn  relayed  assignments  back. 
Two  more  mobile  units  were  dispatched  to  addi¬ 
tional  water  points  as  needed  to  protect  the  north 
side  of  the  village.  One  operator  was  placed  on 
reserve  standby.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  exercise, 
our  RACES/ARES  group  was  setting  up  a  satellite 
communications  headquarters  at  an  evacuation 
center. 

This  was  our  first  exercise  in  participating  with 
other  emergency  groups.  Besides  being  valuable 
training  for  us,  it  was  our  first  exposure  to  many  of 
these  people  who  are  now  more  aware  of  our 
existence.  We  have  been  advised  by  many  units  that 
we  will  be  included  in  such  exercises  in  the  future, 
and  will  be  called  upon  in  case  of  actual  emer¬ 
gency.  □

Morse  Exemption  Denied 


The  FCC  has  denied  a  petition  that  proposed 
exemptions  from  Morse  code  exams  for  people  age 
65  and  older. 

Guy  A.  Matzinger,  KB7PNQ,  argued  in  his 
petition  that  old  age  results  in  diminished  faculties, 
and  equated  those  people  65  and  older  with  the 
severely  disabled  in  terms  of  passing  a  CW  exam. 
He  proposed  the  exemption  for  speeds  above  5 
WPM. 

The  FCC  said  that  similar  petitions  had  been 
denied  in  the  past,  because  the  current  Amateur 
Radio  license  structure  was  based  on  "the  desires  of 
the  amateur  service  community,"  based  on  thou¬ 
sands  of  comments  on  previous  petitions.  The 
Commission  also  noted  that  its  rules  already  provide 
for  Morse  code  exemptions  for  certain  recognized 
disabilities. 

Matzinger  introduced  the  results  of  a  survey  he 
conducted  that  said  63  percent  of  those  he  surveyed 
supported  such  an  exemption.  The  survey,  the  FCC 
said,  provided  an  age  profile  of  those  surveyed  but 
did  not  say  how  many  people  were  surveyed. 

Although  the  petition  got  the  usual  public  notice, 
the  FCC  said  it  received  no  comments  on  it.

Three  California

Resolution  Passes 

The  League’s  joint  resolution  supporting 
Amateur  Radio  passed  both  houses  of  Congress 
in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning  of  October  7. 
In  a  last  ditch  effort  by  Senators  Charles  Robb 
(D-VA),  Wendell  Ford  (D-KY)  and  Alan  Simp¬ 
son  (R-WY),  Senate  Joint  Resolution  90  passed 
on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  under  unanimous 
consent  at  12:10  a.m.  The  bill  asks  for  "reason¬ 
able  accommodation"  in  the  operation  of  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  in  homes,  automobiles  and  public 
places. 

The  bill  then  went  to  the  House,  where  it 
was  brought  up  by  Congressman  A1  Swift 
(D-WA)  and  passed  unanimously  at  2:45  a.m. 
Patricia  Spurlock,  a  staffer  for  Robb,  and 
Stephanie  Vance,  a  staffer  for  Congressman 
Mike  Kreidler  (D-WA),  worked  overtime  on  the 
bill.  Kreidler  introduced  the  original  House 
version. 

Passage  was  assisted  by  the  efforts  of  David 
Leach,  counsel  to  the  House  Energy  Commerce 
Committee,  and  Jerry  Waldron  and  Colin  Crow¬ 
ell  of  the  House  Telecommunication  and  Fi¬ 
nance  Subcommittee.

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Keep  Amateur  Repeaters  Clean

Amateur  repeater  technicians,  are  you  aware  of  a  gadget  that  can  eliminate 
nearly  all  intermodulation  coming  from  a  repeater  transmitter?  This  same  gadget 
protects  a  transmitter  by  providing  an  alternate  load  for  the  transmitter  when  the 
feedline  or  antenna  has  been  damaged.  This  gadget  can  also  help  protect  the 
transmitter  from  static  discharges  and  nearby  lightning  hits. 

The  gadget  is  called  a  circulator  or  an  isolator.  A  single-stage  circulator  is 
a  three-port  device  that  allows  RF  to  flow  in  only  one  direction:  from  one  port 
to  the  adjacent  port.  Energy  in  a  circulator  is  allowed  to  flow  only  in  one  circular 
direction  within  the  device.  A  circulator  is  a  directional  energy  coupler  that  also 
can  be  used  as  a  repeater  duplexer.  A  circulator,  by  nature,  is  a  tuned  bandpass 
filter,  eliminating  unwanted  out-of-band  energy  from  getting  into  the  repeater. 
An  isolator  is  a  circulator  with  a  load.  An  isolator  protects  the  transmitter  by 
routing  all  energy  coming  from  the  antenna  into  the  load.  Isolators  provide  a 
constant,  50ft  load  for  the  transmitter,  even  when  the  antenna  or  feedline  is 
malfunctioning. 

The  operation  of  a  circulator  is  simple.  Imagine  a  metal  box  with  three  "N" 
connectors.  The  port  one  connector  is  on  the  right,  the  port  two  connector  is  on 
the  top,  and  the  last  connector  port  (three)  is  on  the  left.  Port  one  is  the 
transmitter  port,  port  two  is  the  antenna  port,  and  port  three  can  be  for  the 
receiver.  Energy  coming  from  the  transmitter  port  (one)  can  flow  only  to  the 
antenna  port  (port  two)  [think  of  it  as  sort  of  a  "diode"  in  a  bridge  rectifier].  The 
energy  from  the  antenna  port  (two)  flows  only  to  the  receiver  port  (three).  And, 
energy  from  the  receiver  port  (three)  flows  only  to  the  transmitter  port  (one). 
But,  now  you  may  see  the  danger  in  using  a  circulator  as  a  duplexer.  If  the 
antenna  line  goes  bad,  all  the  transmitter  energy  will  be  routed  into  the  receiver! 

So,  instead  of  having  the  receiver  on  port  three,  a  50ft  dummy  load  is 
substituted,  isloating  the  transmitter.  Any  reflected  transmitter  energy  or  energy 
from  other  radiators  coming  in  from  the  antenna  will  be  routed  to  the  summy 
load  and  be  dissipated  as  heat.  This  same  directional  energy  routing  wprovides 
some  transmitter  protection  from  static  discharges  and  learby  lightning  hits. 
However,  remember  that  even  the  best  device  will  not  protect  a  repeater  from  a 
direct  lightning  hit. 

A  circulator  can  generate  harmonics  of  the  transmit  frequency  due  to  the  non¬ 
linear  ferrite  elements  used  in  the  circulator.  To  ensure  totally  clean  operation, 
a  second  harmonic  filter  should  be  used  on  the  circulator’s  antenna  port. 

Who  needs  an  isolator?  Any  and  all  transmitters  located  at  a  multi-frequency 
transmitter  site.  In  California,  the  commercial  and  amateur  frequency  coordina¬ 
tion  groups  are  requesting  that  all  transmitters  at  multiple  transmitter  sites  have 
isolators.  Most  all  the  California  mountaintop  site  managers  are  now  mandating 
isolators  be  put  on  all  site  transmitters.  With  the  boom  of  paging  and  cellular 
systems,  with  their  economical  transmitters,  the  need  for  isolators  becomes 


mandatory  at  multi-transmitter  sites. 

Who  is  the  usual  target  for  intermodulation,  spurs,  and  interference 
complaints  at  commercial  sites?  Amateur  Radio!  Since  amateurs  typically  pay  less 
site  rental,  compared  to  commercial  renters,  guess  who  is  often  told  to  shut  down 
and  get  out. 

So,  to  preserve  commercial  site  availability  to  amateurs,  we  amateurs  need 
to  ensure  that  our  operations  are  always  clean.  All  commercial  site  amateur 
repeaters  should  have  an  isolator  installed  on  the  transmitter.  This  will  keep  the 
dirty,  high-power  commercial  systems  from  causing  problems  in  amateur 
repeaters.  This  lone  device  just  might  save  your  commercial  site  repeater  home 
when  the  commercial  boys  start  pointing  their  dirty  fingers!  With  an  isolator  in 
the  system,  you  can  show  the  site  manager  your  never-failing  efforts  to  keep 
your  operations  clean  (also  clearly  demonstrating  that  we  amateurs  are  not  so 
cheap  or  dumb  after  all!).  I  wonder  if  the  commercial  boys  use  isolators? 

Isolators  are  priced  in  accordance  with  the  amount  of  isolation  the  transmitter 
operator  desires  and  the  RF  load  size  required  to  dissipate  all  the  transmitter 
energy  (simulating  a  direct  short).  Isolators  can  be  single  to  quadruple  stages 
with  load  terminations  on  each  stage.  Isolators  come  in  various  models  covering 
60  -  1000  MHz.  The  typical  bandwidth  of  a  two-meter  band  isolator  is  3  -  5 
MHz,  greater  than  30dB  of  isolation,  and  less  than  0.75dB  insertion  loss. 
Isolators  need  to  be  tuned  for  the  specific  transmitting  frequency  of  the  repeater. 
Typical  amateur  operations  require  only  a  single-stage  isolator.

3.  We  not  only  assist  proposed  repeaters  in  finding  a  frequency  where 
possible,  but  we  actively  attempt  to  protect  coordinated  repeaters' 
frequencies  from  interference  whenever  possible. 

4.  W.A.R.  has  suggested  band  plans  for  most  of  the  FM  spectrum,  a 
subaudible  tone  plan  for  the  State  of  Wisconsin  and  all  necessary 
information  for  coordination  of  new  or  modifications  to  existing 
repeaters.

Telegraphy  Included  in  Two  New  Movies 
Shof  at  North  Freedom  Steam  Museum

A  new  museum,  called  "Steam  Town,"  is 
opening  at  Scranton,  Pennsylvania.  Two  companies 
have  been  shooting  scenes  at  the  Mid-Continent 
Railway  Museum  for  use  in  a  35mm,  20  minute 
documentary  covering  turn-of-the-century  railroad¬ 
ing  and  in  a  montage  videotape  covering  some  10 
or  12  subjects  about  specific  phases  of  railroading, 
each  lasting  about  four  minutes. 

Yours  truly  was  in  the  35mm  shoot,  in  the  last 
two  minutes  talking  to  the  conductor  of  a  train,  and 


then  "pounding  the  brass"  for  a  few  seconds.  I 
won’t  tell  you  what  I  said;  you’ll  have  to  go  to 
Scranton. 

The  video  was  specifically  about  telegraphy.  It 
is  sort  of  a  fantasy,  starting  with  two  kids  with 
walkie-talkies,  running  a  model  railroad.  The 
grandfather  interjects  how  easy  it  was  to  use  the 
"walkies,"  but  tells  them  it  was  more  difficult  back 
in  the  days  of  the  telegraph.  An  animation  then 
follows,  showing  a  key  and  sounder  putting  them¬ 
selves  together  and  showing  exactly  how  the  elec¬ 
tromagnetic  principle  works. 


The  fantasy  starts  with  a  "runaway  engine" 
swooshing  by  in  the  night.  A  yard  hand  comes 
running  in  and  tells  the  operator  "There’s  a  run¬ 
away  engine  on  the  main  line,  headed  for  Hobo¬ 
ken."  The  telegrapher  opens  his  key  and  tries  to 
rsis?  the  next  station  along  the  line.  (The  "opera¬ 
tors"  were  "extras"  who  falcsd  Sending.)  Finally , 
the  next  station  answers,  and  the  runaway  is  side¬ 
tracked.  The  operator  at  the  distant  station  says, 
"All  is  well  here  at  Stroudsburg." 

The  last  sc^ne  is  the  toy  engine  dropping  off  the 
track  into  the  little  boy’s  hands. 

After  all  this  is  shot  (three  "takes"  for  each 
scene),  then  KA9GNY  has  to  step  in  and  fill  all  the 
"sound  holes"  with  the  real  McCoy. 

It  was  a  challenge,  but  fun.  I  only  hope  the  poor 
"cutter"  can  match  up  the  live  sound  with  the  fake 
sending.  Good  luck!!  □

Los  Angeles,  at  which  seven  candidates  passed; 
the  FCC  initially  withheld,  but  later  granted,  those 
licenses.  According  to  the  FCC,  the  three  VEs 
claimed  that  there  was  a  second  "sitting"  on  the 
same  day,  at  the  same  place,  a  claim  not 
adequately  verified.  As  a  result,  the  FCC  "set 
aside"  (withdrew)  licenses  granted  to  an  additional 
eight  people. 

The  August  15,  1993  session  was  conducted 
under  the  coordination  of  the  ARRL/VEC.  The 
ARRL/VEC  suspended  the  accreditations  of  the 
three  volunteer  examiners  when  questions  arose  in 
late  1993. 

The  Order  was  released  September  27,  1994; 
the  three  had  30  days  to  request  a  hearing  before 
an  administrative  law  judge.

The  BSSS  Upload  Area,  from  the  (F)iles 
Menu,  is  now  Area  35.  You  can  send  files  in  any 
format,  because  you  aren’t  restricted  to  the  ASCII 
character  set  as  you  generally  are  when  you  use 
packet.  If  you  have  any  doubts  if  we  will  be  able 
to  read  your  file(s),  send  your  file(s)  in  ASCII. 

Only  one  or  two  participating  clubs  are  using 
this  method,  even  though  it  it  a  time  and  work 
saver  for  all  of  us.  It  would  be  great  to  see  more 
info  flow  to  us  this  way.  This  is  the  electronic 
era,  isn’t  it? 

Steve  Schulze, 
N9UDO,  for  setting  up  the  file  areas  for  us. 
Remember  that  you  will  not  see  or  have  access  to 
the  BSSS  Download  Area  on  the  File  Area  menu.

USING  THE  YAESU  FT-290R  MULTIMODE  2M 
TRANSCEIVER  ON  VHF  PACKET 

If  you've  experienced  problems  with  your 
FT-290R  being  able  to  RECEIVE  packet  radio 
reliably,  here's  a  modification  you  might  want 
to  try.  It  seems  that  the  290R’s  audio  shaping 
circuitry  is  such  that  it  doesn't  always  accept 
packets  sent  from  certain  stations.  By  tapping 
the  audio  for  feeding  your  TNC  ahead  of  the 
audio  output  circuitry,  I’ve  found  that  much 
more  packet-acceptance-reliability  can  be 
achieved  in  mine. 

The  modification  involves  simply  bringing 
the  audio  output  for  your  TNC  directly  from  the 
collector  of  Q1021  (shown  as  the  squelch  switch 
transistor  on  the  block  diagram  on  pg.  24  of  the 
instruction  manual)  through  a  lufd.,  16V,  capac¬ 
itor  (minus  on  the  capacitor  toward  the  TNC). 
You  can  remove  the  wire  from  the  "KEY"  jack  (if 
you  don't  use  CW)  or  from  the  "STAND-BY"  jack 
(if  you  don't  need  the  extra  PTT  input,  that  was 
my  choice),  and  use  that  jack  for  your  new 
packet  audio  output  line. 

Transistor  Q1021  is  in  the  right-rear 
quadrant  of  the  PC  board  (viewed  from  the  top- 
front)  and  can  be  identified  more  closely  using 
the  photo  PC  board  layout  on  pg.  34  of  the 
instruction  manual.  There  is  a  bare  (no  wires 
connected)  test  point  stake  to  the  right  of  the 
transistor,  and  that  IS  the  collector,  the  point 
you  want,  so  it’s  easy  to  tack  a  wire  onto  this 
test  point  stake  and  run  it  to  the  jack  you've 
chosen.  Use  shielded  wire  and  ground  both  ends 
of  the  shield. 

It’s  worth  the  effort,  at  least  it  worked 
out  well  in  my  particular  290R,  and  it's  easy 
enough  to  do  (or  to  undo  for  that  matter)  if 
you'd  like  to  give  it  a  try.  Let  me  know  if  it 
works  out  for  you  as  well.
